: YO NEARLY every one Italy is at 
onee aland of memory or promise, 
af delights experienced or longed 


for. The very names ring and sing, sym- 
Phionte in stipeestions which Icke Hail 
invite. ‘They are panoramic with incom- 
patible visions of Nature anid art: they 
are processional with emperors and popes, 
tyrants and criminals, saints and mystics, 
painters and poets and buillers, every 
type of human agent of bad and good. 
hest ever and worst. Plow pleasant and 
precnant the ear finds such plrases.as the 
Seven bliilk of Rome, the Plains of Lom- 
lmrdy, the Hay of Naples, the Canals of 
Venice. 

Among such phrased names belong the 
Lill Towns of Tuscanyand Umbria, Must 
of those who have journeyed between 
Rame and Florence have seen little more 
than the silhouettes of Orvieto and Chiusi 
and Arcero, all skyward on their rocks. 
When opportunity offers, the bywivs lead 
some, however, up one or the other Valles 
at these lower Apenines, to loiter in As- 
wistor Perugia or Siena, Other than these, 
the hill towns here are scarcely mmre than 
Hames or piclures seen in passing. 

That it was so with me brought the 
sup pestion to ¢himb te Narm and Spoleto, 
Trevi and Spello, San Gimignano and 
Certalilo ; to ‘add ‘a thine: edinenston to the 
mere lengths anu breadth of what hoc been 
ily flat pictures seen only in perspey- 
NVes,

the ontside of these tall towns, | had great

have not vet been replaced by tiotor power alone this route. 


Little here, indeed, seems very old ex- 
cept deep in its roots. Anvone dotting 
Imck to Terti, say from the seventeenth 
century even, would recognize nothme ex- 
cept the strange newness of his still lovely 
Chuitch of St. Francis, the Bernmi facade 
of the Romanic cathedral, and the medi- 
eval gate on the side toward Spoleto. 

In a town that seems superficially = 
mndern, I eee with surprise on a well- 
preserved relic which, in view of the awit 
match of progress, seemed indefinitely old 
mm certain features of its tnt-of-daleness. 
lt preeted me from the shel of a tohacen 
shop, where it stood, alone of its kind. 
among the rolled ancl twisted and papere 
weeds, the salt boxes and mutch boxes: ot 
n typical litthe purveyor af the Geyern- 
ment's monopolies, How came it to wan- 
der ints sich compminy ? And bew long 
ue? lt was an English oo toa this 
central belt of Inily, printed in r&43! We 
went oot of that shon together amc sat 
dowt tn the piazza to open on acquaimt- 
ance, 








In matters historic and artistic the mod 
ern guidebooks are but its echo. it has 
its piquancy from its full and practical 
treatment of al the machinery of travel 
when central Italy was the Papal States 
anil ecclesinstics sat in all seats of civil 
administration, amd, too, when the steam 
Tiilway hai) not yet penetrated, the penim- 
stia, and as well from its practical state 
ments of what a traveler meeded most to 
know of the inns and their reputation, ot 
the direction and comdition of post roads, 
the length of the posts, the price of cabric- 
lets and carriages, and of horses and pos- 
tilions, and of the points where extn 
horses, and oxen even, were needed and 
found to lift the vehicles over the hills.

Architectural remarks fram Italy's en- 
tire histery are engraved in the building 
of Spoleto. There are the ring of a 
Rovian amphitheater ; the house where 
Vespasian’s mother liver, still enriched 
with its mosaic pavements; a vast de- 
loched medieval costle on tts own walleil 
hill, once the home of Lucrezia Torgia; 
history and beauty in the visti at every 
{tit 

Chitside the town the hills are wreathed 
by a whole -cchaplet of churches, each 
with tts interest, which invites to walks 
out to them through vineyard lanes and 
woody paths, 

Maria, who quickly revealed himself 
as being as good a cicerone as he wns 
chadifear, had advised concentration on 
the cathedral, But that i obvious advice 
in neatly every little city on this penin- 
stla, since the Mwome is not only its 
temple, but iis museum and its gallery 
of art as well. 

This one in Spoleto is seen first. from 
above and is descended to in order to he 
approached across a mide neglected pinzen 
whose floor is a quaint rough tapestry of 
gray brick set on end and famtly green 
with the undisturbed grass in the crevices 
between. | 

The scarred and weathered facade, 
rising before a rocky spur of mountains, 
louks aa if it were chiseled from it, and 
as Hin entering one would enter a cavern 
church, ss in the ravine of Matera or at 
Santa Rosalia, on its Pellegrino peak 
above Paterna, 

The features of the facade are its superh 
arched portico, with open-air pulpits an 
ether side, the balustraded terrace above 
it, am! the upper front blossoming with 
eeht rose witedlows, 
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as he was merry.

As we approached, Mario made vived

lf, within, the nave is stark and bare, 
it is a properer frame for the apse, which 
flowers from floor to roof with F “ra Lappe 
Lippi’s last frescoes, The church is dedi- 
cated to the: Virgin, ancl these pamtings 
gloriously tMhustrate the Annunciation, the 
Birth of Christ, the Death and Assump- 
tion and Coronation of His Mother. 

These are sometimes spoken of as 
Lipiyp's inasterpieces, lat they are now, 
after five centuries, too much the worse 
for time, damp, am! candle smoke for 
one to be-stire in such an estimate, 

The Joveus Friar, as Fra Lippo cane 
to be known by a life of little eeclesinsti- 
cal reserve, lived his last years here and 
died in Spoleto. Te did not dedicate 
them unreservedly to work on the choir 
walls; He did not dedicate them, even 
to the service of a single love. In that 
respect he was apparently as democratic 
Tradition has it thar 
one of his ladies was not too forbearing 
am! her relatives registered her and their 
resentment of his ia ine lelity with pots

Spoleto secms not to have loved Fra 
Lippo Jess for his frailties, lat rather 
more for the honor it esteemed it that he 
came to live there and leave his colorful 
thapsodies on its cathedral's walls and 
himself in one of them. 

Lorenzo de" Medic] came later to take 
his becky off to Florence, but Spoleto re- 
fised to give him up, arguing quite legt- 
cally that Florence bad so many great 
men that it could well spare to little 
Spoleto its. gay painter to continue to sleep 
where he had tiid down his broshes. 

Lorenzo was. not least the Magnificent 
in his gestire of renunciation, for i in dle 
ferring he commanded the erection of the 
lovely wall tomb from which the round, if 
not rosy, portrait of the great artist still 
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looks cut of its marble medallion toward 
his last pictures: 

The roadbed up this lovely valley lead- 
ing north from Spoleto is but a top 
dressing on the ancient Via Flaminin. 
Near its foot the River Clitumnus springs 
mysteriously from the Apennine limestone 
ane spreads itself among the willows asl 
poplars of the vale sung by poets from 
Vergil to Byron and Carducci, Above it 
stumdls the so-called Temple of Clitum- 
nus, maimed by Pliny, brooding over so 
much beauty with a beauty of its own 
worthy of any poet-fostered tradition, 

But farther on, at Trevi, coned on an 
enstern tuil beneath its acrial campanile, 
at lofty Montefaleo ars Bevagna and 
Spello, and at lower Foligno, the sources 
af interest advance @ thousand years and 
bring ts nearer the figures which seem to 
have caught and Tpetuated the soul of 
Umbria, for on these hills no chirch so 
mean but seems “ty have its priceless 

canvas of the famed Umbrian school, 

W hotever else these sanctuaries may 
not have, the shuffling sacristan will be 
sire to poimt outa canvas Tlominated hy 
Lo Spagna, Ghirlandaio, Fra Lippo, Nic- 
colo da Pohgne, Perugina, or Pinturicchio, 
not yet wrested from the setting for which 
it was created. 

Marto gave a particular interest to 
Foliono = he told us what the. guide 
neglected, that there we were in the town 
where was set up and published in 1472 
the first printed edition of Dante's “Divine 
Comedy."

Yet, as we advance, even this great 
COMmpty gives place to the humble im- 
mortal of that ctv buttressed against the 
flank of frowning Subasio, to St. Francis 
and his Assia. Pew who reach Italy trom 
any other part of the earth fail to climb 
to the convent church which, built to the 
glory of Francis, glorifies Giotto as well, 

Nothing abiut Assist disappomts, un- 
less it be the crowds of devotees who rob 
itt the stinplicity and charm still left to 
other towns in the Umbrian hills. 

As usual, the town was teeming with a 
pilgrimage at the processional hour. By 
remaining. below at Santa Maria degsti 
Angeli we escaped the excursionicts and 
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four! that church more interesting for 
mi Arai aed or nearly so. 

This great and comparatively modern 
edifice shelters at its center, beneath its: 
dome, another and tiny church within the 
Sate It is the ornlory, ruled — the 

‘ortiuncila, founded im 352 by a com- 
pany of hennits fron Terssalern, aid re- 
stored] in st2 by St, Benedict, and was 
the meeting piace of St, Francis and St. 
Dominic and the first center of the Fran- 
ciscan order, At: its rear is the cell 
where holy Francts died and the garden 
where his thornless roses still hloésoni 
each sprime. 

Standing apart, we were able to ab- 
serve the pis pereprinations of the 
only other person im the church, a dili- 
gent pilgrim gathering indulgences. 

Certain such favors are granted to the 
fuithtul for each visit to the orntory of 
St. Francis. This nian, on whose pale 
face glowed the quiet rapture of a mystic, 
was nevertheless of so practical and lit- 
eral a mind that he titeryreted a “visit 
to mean every entry within the oratory 
deor, So, entering there for a momen- 
tary stay, he would return into the prent 
nave a dozen paces, then turn about and 
reenter for another visit and another in- 
dulgence, and kept tp this pacing back 
and forth, accumulating what might ap- 
pear to be rather more than one man’s 
share of these spiritual favors, through- 
out the two hours we spent in and about 
this church, He and his simple piety we 
thought, however, more in harmeny with 
humble Francis than. the herded excursion- 
ists processioning in the hill town above. 

Toward evening the car bounded for- 
ward again, aeruss the Tiber and up 
Perugia’s heights, ber, in the midst oof 
searching only smaller towns, not to re- 
new acquaintance with this queenly city 
of so many jewels. 

Only dinner stayed us here, But who 
cin come to Perngia so hungry that he 
can foreco glancmg just once more over 
Umbria. from her lofty terrace, that brow 
of her miotnntnin rock, a thousand feet 
above the tiver, where stood the castle 
whose locked gates withstood the hesieg- 
ing of Totila the Goth for seven sucressive 
years! At her feet nearly the whole of 
her Teaim stretches out in view at one 
Carre, 
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Chere, in its depression, was the sen 
circmlar Campo, that tilted agen on whose 
rough flares the ciders of the seventeen 
sicmese wards mace their horses for the 
city's flag, the palo*® (see paces 42h, 428,

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A WALKING TOUR ACROSS ICELAND

N A blustering day of October | 
() stom] swaying ina gale high wpon 
~ the white lighthouse at the Butt-of 


Lewis, Outer Hebrides Islands, and, gaz- 
ing northward, sawonly the piled Lillaws 
of the green Atlantic. Yet there, Goo 
tiles beyond the mists, lay Iceland, the 
last outpost ef [urope, an island larger 
than Jreland, whose Coldean hermits, 
landing upon same cocky islets still bear- 
ing their namt—Vestmanmey jar, or West- 
man Islands—within sight of the snowy 
peaks of Flekl, more than a thousand 
years: ago, had first carned the torch of 
Christ to this lonely wilderness of fire anc 
frost-aned emerald pasture. 

For iceland has been wrongly nanved, 
as [heard a traveler remark, paxing across 
the vivid swards of Fellsmuli (see ilus- 
tration, page 472) to the black tava slopes 
of Hekla.

The floating population swings back 
and forth—to the farnung regions in har- 
vest time and to the sea during the fish- 
ing season. With a surplus of electric 


power, factories of various sorts may be 


established, 

In the Weetman Islands ( Vestmanna- 
evjar), a few miles south of the Icelandic 
mainland, the frsheries yreld nearly 31,- 
600,000 annunlly, and there is proportiortt- 
ately more wealth among the. 3,000 in- 
halitants of this littl archipelago than 
among the toc,ood in the whole at Ice- 
land proper (see map, page 470).
